(b) The Council will be puielv consultative in character, 

(c) Questions relating to staff, disepline and appointments 
shall not be brought before tbe council, 

4. (a) The Council will meet at least once a year. 

(b) The Chairman mav constitute Committees or sub- 
committees of the Council to advise the Government on 
specific problems relating to the services and facilities provid- 
ed by the electricity undertakings. 

(c) Any member wanting to bring up a -subject for dis- 
cussion should give a dear notice of one month to the Secre- 
tary and state briefly the subjects to be discussed. The 
Secretary will circulate the agenda giving the members at 
least 10 days’ notice together, as far as possible, with 
memorandum on each item. Urgent business may, however, 
be brought forward for consideration without notice but with 
tbe approval of the Chairman. The Chairman may rule out 
a subject at bis discretion, 

(d) The proceedings of the meetings of the Council will 
be confidential, but a short summary of the proceedings will 
be ordinarily prepared and given to the press.

RESOLUTION 

No. F-C 41(2)112 — Tn the Ganga Basin covering the States 
of Bihar, Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal, Haryana, Rajasthan 
and Madhya Pradesh, floods in some part or the other is an 
annual feature. On account of the inadequacy of the protec- 
tion measures carried out so far, largo scale damage due to 
floods often occurs. It has, therefore, been considered that 
concerted efforts should be made for tackling the floods in 
the Ganga and its tributaries in a big way. Being an inter- 
state river, it is necessary to proparc an integrated plan to 
tackle the flood, erosion and drainage problem in the basin 
and implement il in a coordinated manner. In order to 
ensure the dose cooperation of the Government of India in 
this task and to facilitate prompt and effective action in the 
formulation and implementation of a comprehensive and co- 
ordinated plan of flood control in tho basin, the Govern- 
ment of India have decided to set up tho Ganga Flood Con- 
trol Board, 

2. Tlte Board will consist of the following

(i) Union Minister for Irrigation & Power.

3. The Board will lay down the broad policies and decide 
priorities in the implementation of the various schemes.

The 
heatlquarteis of the Board will be at Patna. 

5. For preparing a comprehensive plan of flood control for 
the Ganga basin, to draw out a phased and coordinated pro- 
gramme of implementation of tho works included in the 
basinwise plans by tho States concerned and to ensure the 
implementation of works to proper standards and their main- 
tenance, the Government of India will also set up the Ganga 
Flood Control Commission with Headquarters at Patna. The 
Chairman of the Commission will be the Member-Secretary 
of the Ganga Flood Control Board.

(ii) to diaw out a phased and coordinated programme 
of implementation of vvoiks included in the basin- 
wise plans; 

(iii) to ensure the implementation of works to proper 
standards and their maintenance; 

( ivt to prepare the annual programme of works and 
allocation of cost wherever required lor the consi- 
deration of the Board; 

(v) to oporate the flood forecasting and warning systems; 

(vi) to assess the performance of flood control measures; 
and 

(vii) to make an assessment of the existing vent-ways 
under the road and rail bridges and to determine 
additional waterways to be provided for reducing 
the drainage congestion to reasonable limits. 

4. The Commission will work within die broad framework 
of policy directions issued by the Ganga flood Control Board 
and will work in close liaison with the Central Water and 
Power Commission and the State Flood Control Organisations. 

5 The headquarters of the Commission will be at Patna- 

6 The Commission will be assisted in all technical 
matters by a Technical Advisory Committee to be set up by 
the Government of India, 

7 The Flood Control Works approved by tile Board will
